This is the first edition that has the title of "Barker's 
Delight.^' The second edition (likewise so called), Lond. 1659, is in fact the 
same, with only a new tiUe-page.

of the fowles that their hawkys shall slcrv. Therefore thys book, fowlowyne 
in a dew forme, shewys veri knawlege of suche plesnre to gentill men ana 
personys disposed to se itt." 

ThiB may be considered the title of the first treatise, 'The Book of 
Hawking," which terminates on the recto of d, iiy; a, b, and c, having each 
8 leaves (including aj blank). No two pages are alike as to the number of 
lines; and every page exhibits one or more breaks or spaces, with a larger 
lower-case letter. 

On the recto of d, itj, which is a short page of only 18 lines, we read : — 
" Here endyth the proceis of hawkyng. And now fdoys the naamys of all 
maner of hawkys, or to whom they belong." 

On the recto of d^ ttv> the author concludes thus :— 
" Ther is a muskyte ; and he is for a holiwater derke : and theis be of an 
Oder maner kynde, for thay fiie to Ouerre and fer Jutty and to Jutty ferry." 

Explicit. 

The reverse is blank. On the recto of the following signature, ej, the 
introductory sentence to the "Treatise upon Hunting,'^ reads thus :— 

" Lyke wise as i*,the booke of hawkyng aforesayd are writyn and noted 
the termys of plesure belongyng to gentill men havyng delite therein. In 
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thessame maner thyi booke folowymK shewith : to syeh gentill penonyi the 
maner of huntyng for all maner ofMes^, wether thay be beettyt of rt- 
nery, or of cfaace, or kascalL And also it ibewith all the termya conve- 
nyent as well to the howndyi as to the beestys a fonaTd; and in oertayn 
ther be many dyrerae of thaym, as it is declared in the Dooke folowyng.*' 

On the recto of f, iiij^ we read the ensuing colophon :—

On the reverse, we have an account of "beitis of the chace, of the swete 
fewte and stinking," followed by sundrr other cnrioos matter. The three 
following pages contain an accoont of "The Compaynys of Beertys and 
Fowlys.*^ At the end of them, " Explicit." On the reverse of /, vij, " Here 
folow the dew termys to speke of breekyng or dressyng of dyrerse beestia 
and fowUs, fcc. And thessame is shewed of certayn fysshes." On /, vuf, 
recto, the shires, bishoprics, and prorincea of England. The reverse is 
blank. On the recto of the following leaf, a, i, we read the introdaction to 
the third and last Treatise, upon *' Coat-Armour," beginning thus :— 

" Here, in thys booke folowyng is determyned the lyndge of Coote 
armuris : and how bondease began first in aunf^ and after succeded in 
man kynde ; as it is sheweoe in processe boothe in the childer of Adam and 
also of Noe, and how Noe devyded the worlde in iii parties to his iii 
sonnys," kc. 8cc. 

On the reverse of b^ e, in sixes, **the Book of the Lynaee of Coote armuris," 
ends thus; '*£xpliat prima pars." On the recto of the following leaf, 
c. », we read at top:^ 

*'Here begynnyth the blasyng of armys." Everv paee, within the last 
four of the work, is decorated vnth one, two, or three olazonings of coat 
armour, to the number of 117. 

On the reverse of/, is, after the word "Explicit," is the following 
colophon :— 

" Here in thys boke afore are contenyt the bokjrs of hankyng and huntyng, 
with other plesuris dyverse as in the boke apperls, and also of cootarmuris. 
a nobull werke. And here now endvth the boke of blasyng of armys, 
translatyt and compylyt togedyr at ^eynt Albons, the yere from thincar- 
nacion of owre Lorae Jhu' Crist, x.cccc.lxxxti." 

The following and concluding leaf contains, on the recto, the device of 
the printer (a coat-armour, witnin a circle, surmounted by a cross, all in 
white.) upon a red back-ground, surrounded by a two-line irame-worli, 
in red. 

The top line reads thus :—

The bottom is as follows : — 

" Sanctus Albanus." 

The reverse is blank. 

A fine copy of this rare book, upon paper, is in the Collection of the Bight 
Hon. Thomas 6renville,in the British Museum. Though wanting two leaves, 
it is in the most extraordinary condition, being uncut throughout, and ap- 
parently never havine been bound, but only prepared for bmding. Other 
copies are in the Collections of Earl Spencer, the Earl of Pembroke, the 
Marquis of Bute, the Bodleian Library, and in the Public Library at Cam- 
bridge; the last three copies are however said to be imperfect.

Besides beins the first printed Treatise on, the subject in the Ei^plish lan- 
guftge, this woA affords us rude representations or the different kinds of 
tackle in use, and contains directions and remarks which haye been copied 
in some recent Treatises on Angling.
